An Ultra-Modern, Five-Million-Dollar 
Eaton’s of Canada Department Store 
Will Be the Hub of a 36-Store Shopping 
Centre To Be Built in Downtown

Eaton’s To Be Hub of London Shopping Centre 

A four-storey, five-million-dollar Eaton’s of Canada Store—our 62nd—will be the hub of 
a 36-store shopping centre which will open in the heart of London, Ontario, in the spring 
of 1960. Excavation for the centre has already started. 


Our store will be of ultra-modern design 
with three open entrances on the side facing 
the T-shaped, heated mall—an innovation in 
Canada. By day shoppers can drift from the 
Mall right into Eaton’s without stepping 
through doors of any kind. By night glass 
walls, concealed during the day, slide into 
place to make an imposing glass store front 
permitting a direct view of the main floor. 
Eaton’s four floors and selling basement will 
contain approximately 250,000 square feet. 
Over 600 people will be needed to staff the 
store. During the Christmas season Eaton’s 
will provide employment for probably twice 
that number. 

Hugh F. Gorrie, the man who managed our 
Oshawa store, has been chosen to manage the 
London store, our second venture into a shop¬ 
ping centre in Ontario. 

The London centre, to be called Wellington 


Square, embodies many advanced ideas and 
features including a multi-level parking sys¬ 
tem capable of holding 800 cars. All 36 stores 
will be air-conditioned and will open off the 
central mall. An underground truck concourse 
with shipping and receiving docks to service 
all stores, will run under the mall. 

Webb and Knapp (Canada) Ltd., develop¬ 
ers of the centre, believe Wellington Square 
will be the foremost in Canada in terms of 
design, shopping comfort and convenience of 
location. No other Canadian city is being 
served by a shopping centre located in the 
heart of the downtown business section. 

Mayor Allan Johnston of London hailed the 
announcement of the new shopping centre as 
“a great development.” Said Mayor Johnston: 
“All of London is proud to hear that Eaton’s 
of Canada has chosen London as its key loca¬ 
tion for Western Ontario.”

LEISURELY DRIVING 


Mr. Motorist, do you impatiently fight your 
way through city traffic, angry with every 
delay and furious at the conduct of other 
drivers? 

That is .the surest way we know of to build 
an accident or an ulcer, and to avoid either 
we recommend that you try what we call “lei¬ 
surely driving.” 

The key word to this statement, which will 
appear ridiculous to many, is “leisurely.” It 
doesn't mean slow or carefree, but it does 
mean freedom from the urge inherent in ve¬ 
hicle operators to proceed with the minimum 
of delay, interruption or hesitation. 

It means driving through traffic without 
getting angry with the other driver who cuts 
in, drives in the wrong lane, makes turns with¬ 
out signals or who commits any of the other 
offences common to city traffic. 

Try it. It’s a way to enjoy even the thick¬ 
est traffic. 

Set out for your destination with plenty of 
time to spare, and from the start make up 
your mind you are not going to worry about 


being slowed down, even stopped on the way. 
When traffic bunches up, accept your place 
in it. Let the fellow ahead roll along at 10 
miles an hour when perhaps you feel he should 
be doing 30—relax and enjoy the view. 

When the traffic jams up at an intersection, 
light a cigarette or take in the store windows 
—remember, you left early and you have 
plenty of time. 

Brake your car when you sense the driver 
in the next lane wants to turn in front of you. 
Let him turn, let him cut in and out of the 
traffic and take all the risks he wants to. 

If you do this, it will surprise you just how 
pleasant, even relaxing, a trip of this sort can 
be. It will also surprise you just how quickly 
your trip is over. Probably just as quickly as 
if you had worried, stewed and boiled your 
way through the traffic in an effort to save a 
few minutes.
